Farmers in Rush county who in­ 
tend to have seed wheat given the 
hot water treatment, are urged to 
make their applications at once, so 
that a definite date can be set for 
the beginning of tile operations at 
the central treating plant. 
It is being planned now to open the 
plant on or about September 20 but, 
the actual date will be decided upon 
when more definite information is 
received from the farmers.

Mr. Lewis further pointed

that the Walker township schools 
were more expensive because W alk­ 
er is the only township 
in

idated schools, one at Homer and 
one at Marilla. He called attention 
to the fact that in order to main­ 
tain the standard, it was necessary 
to get experienced teachers,

cost money, because the state

P roperty damage will run into the 
millions, it was estimated by city o f­ 
ficials, 
an 
estimate 
at I) o’clock 
placing the losses of the city and 
residents 
at 
$10,000,000. 
Other 
sources of information, however, de­ 
clared this estimate excessive. 
The exact number of deaths 
and 
amount of the loss here probably will 
not 
be definitely known for days. 
First efforts of the military was di­ 
rected a t rescue work and an effort 
to check the thousand and one ru ­ 
mors of casualties when the wall of 
water swept through 
the 
streets 
during the night with little advance 
warning. 
Relief work for survivors began 
today. 
Citizens, soldiers and police 
started work of earing fo r women, 
children and men who barely had 
time to escape in their night clothes 
when the waler came. Plans for feed­ 
ing, clothing and housing the victims 
were 
being drawn rapidly and city 
officials will meet to discuss relief 
measures at l l o’clock today. 
With re la tiv es searching for loved 
ones from whom they were separated 
during the storm, soldiers today held 
crowds of curious back from 
many 
ruined districts. The military was al­ 
most in supreme command. 
With organization of relief under 
way, efforts shortly 
before 
noon 
were turned toward 
getting 
word 
from other sections of south-central 
Texas hit by the storm. Communi­ 
cation was cut off with Austin from 
near 
where a cloudburst, IO inch 
rain and a small tornado was re­ 
ported. 
Casualties 
were

from tile vicinity of South Austin 
and Pluegerville but so f a r as could 
be learned they were mostly injur­ 
ies.

Texas, reports

What would made an ideal equip- 


inenl for Rushville? That is largely 
a matter of opinion. For my part I 
think it would be. First, a chemi- 
cal truck which we now have. Sec- 
ond a medium, weight 
outfit 
that 


could negotiate any street we have 
in any weather. I can see no need 
for a chemical tank but feel that the 
spa.->e should be given to mere hose, 
of which this machine s'hould carry 
about a 1000 feet for the amount of 
chemical that on outfit of this size 
'could carry,-would not 
hold 
any 


fire that the small chemical truck 
could not 
hold 
and- besides it 


should be busy laying hose 
during 


the time that chemicals . would do 
the most good so that the extra 
hose would propably do the most 
good and the cost of a chemical 
tank 
would be 
salved. Then we 


should have a. large 
size 
pumper 


with hose and chemical. It is 
true" 


that there might be rare occasions 
when such an outfit could not get 
over gome of our worst streets but 
there would be no need of going on 
these streets for there are no build- 
ings on these streets'-that would re- 
quire such an outfit and 
we have, 


streets, that will carry «n • outfit of 
this size with in working distance of 
any building that would require it.. 


Now we are told that a four inch: 


hydrant will only deliver- 316 gallons

Piobably not as the motors would 
speed the time of runs from 30 se- 
conds to a minute per run depending 
oh the length of the run whieh,;is 
more than the '"horses" are "apt to 
gain by -the-shorter , run.Would it 
increase the 
efficiency? 
Probably 


not a one man' gone from a small 
conipany as at meal time or on his 
day off would ,seriously cripple it 
while with the larger company there 
would- still be enoughvinen to pro- 
perly 'handle the, apparatus. And it 
certainly would not.be easy to get 
good ;men for. the substation when 
it is hard to get_them for the down 
town, station. 


Now we are told 'tot; we can riot 


afford "to'- discard 
the 
wagon and 


team at this time. Is that true? Can 
we. buy ground and build another 
building as cheaply as we can buy 
another piece of motor 'apparatus. 


Can we feed three horses and main- 
tain a substation as cheaply as WP 
can a'n extra piece of motor appar- 
atus. Why not let the council give 
the cost of keeping the horses and 
the present 
truck for the last two 


or three years? Then, will the north 
part of town lie satisfied 
with tlie 


old wagon and horses? Or will they 
demand' motor service the same as 
.down town and the west part of 
town ? 


Would it not be better to take; the 


same amount of.'money and 
fix.the 


present Irailding and put in a com- 
plete and up to date motor equip- 
ment and, add one or two men ; in- 
stead of three 
or fou"r, do away 


with the expense of horse feed.4ind 
fix the old wagon to use as a trail-
